He has at his 
disposal, for consultation, a group of 
40 doctors and specialists, all of 
whom give their services free. 


When a ship asks for help In a 
case which is beyond the master's 
medical knowledge, a specialist In 
the disease or injury involved radios j 
his advice to the ship. 
In many: 
cases, when the sailor is too seriously j 
ill, Medrad advises the master to i 
transfer him to a passenger ship or; 
put into the nearest port where he 
jean get hospital treatment. 


Similar services exist in the Uni- 
ted States. Belgium, Great Britain, j 
Sweden and Norway. Argentina also 
j has organized a special 
medical 
! service for ships in South-Atlantic. 
iThe advice is mostly broadcast by 
coastal radio-centers.

SWISS BAN BIG HEADLIGHTS 


Bern, Switezerland — (JP) — Auto- 
mobiles with sealed-beam headlights 
will be banned in Switzerland from 
Jan. 1. 1949. 


Swiss road r e g u l a t i o n s were 
amended in 1946 to permit the in- 
troduction of American automobiles 
fitted with sealed-beam lights. After 
a two-year trial, the Swiss govern- 
ment decided that the lights were 
too powerful for conditions on the 
narrow Swiss highways, where cycl- 
ists and pedestrians outnumber the 
automobiles. 


A new government order forbids 
the registration of new cars with 
sealed-beam lights after Jan. 1. All 
such lights already in use must be 
replaced before the end of 1949.

Dan Sunderland of Delhi was the 
oldest person to die in Jersey county 
this year, his death occurring at 96. 
Of the 169 deaths, 3 persons lived to 
be 90 and over, 39 were 80 or over, 
5 were 70 or over, 32 were 60 or over. 
Six children under six years died. 


Polio caused the death of three. 
The largest number of deaths re- 
sulted from heart ailments. Arterio- 
sclerosis, cancer and cerebral hemor- 
rhage were next in line. A total of 27 
inquests were conducted by Coroner 
Herbert W. Gubser.
